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Georgia  O'KeefFe  has  produced  few  abstract 
paintings  but  they  are  among  the  most  memor- 
able in  American  art.  Even  in  her  paintings  of 
objects — barns,  mountains,  trees,  lakes,  enor- 
mous flowers,  clam  shells,  or  white  desert  bones 
that  fill  the  whole  blue  sky — she  has  the  gift  of 
isolating  and  intensifying  the  thing  seen,  or 
destroying  its  scale,  until  it  loses  its  identity  in 
an  ambiguous  but  always  precise  beauty.
